who, for more than fix month* main- 
tained tbe hospital on their own personal 
responsibility, before the formation of 
the corporation-, desire to make the fol- 
lowing statement of faeta: 


The Bangor Hospital was opened on 


tbe Tth of June last at a time'when no 
former hospital scheme was apparently 
alive. The need of such an institution 
wa* admitted by all of our citizens and 
as no similar project waa In the field, 
none, consequently, was antagonized. 


The five pbytklans who organized the 


hospital carried it through the first six 
months of Its existence by the aid of sev- 
eral generous, unsolicited donations, and 
what wa* received from pay Ing patients; 
and did not call on the community for any 
assistance whatever; but, on Ihe other 
hand contributed a large amount of time, 
labor and professional services,,, besides 
paying into the hospital treasury, and 
from their own pockets, fifteen hundred 
dollars In cash. 


During these six'momhs free beds were 


furnished for 53S days, which, at the 
actual bare cost of maintaining them, es- 
timated by a disinterested professional 
accountant of this city, 'amounted to 
•1,034, while the amount received from 
paying patients, was »1,386, thereby mak- 
ing the hospital very nearlv one-half a 
pure charity. 


Of the whole number of patients ad- 


mitted, more than one-half were surgical 
case«, and during the pasj six month-* 
some of the most important .md critical 
operations in surgery were performed, 
full stalUtica of whkh will appear in 
print at the end of the hospital s hVal 
year. 


On the IGth of December lost the hos- 


pital was incorporated under the general 
laws of Maine, admitting several laymen 
as members of the corporation, mukmg 
a committee of las men the trustees and 
taking the name of the "Bangor Genera! 
Hospital." At this meeting Gen. Charles 
Hauilin was chosen president of the cor- 
poration and Chas. H. B.trtlett, Esq , 
secretary.
